not accidents of a substance at all, though they are to be considered as 
though they were accidents of a substance. — It is an obvious criticism, that 
the author has either altogether failed to apprehend the real question at 
issue, or has purposely gone round it: the question being whether all 
determinations of our being cannot be understood and explained as deter- 
minations of something material. The extension of the distinction drawn 
by Kant between regulative and constitutive principles to the sphere of 
psychology, and in particular to the question of the substantiality of the 
mind [Seele], is very unhappy and wholly unfruitful.)

Altogether justified are the complaints of the immoderate and 
often forced use made of the Kantian terminology, of the application of 
Kantian principles to sciences with which they have nothing to do, of the 
inclination of many of Kant's disciples to fall into an artificial, obscure and 
difficult literary style, and of the unwarranted demand for absolute and 
universal validity, and the contempt for the empirical which went along 
with it. At the same time the effect of these complaints is very greatly 
weakened by their improper tone : by the arrogance and self-sufficiency 
with which they are put forward. Moreover, Nicolai makes them far too 
sweeping in character. And one can very easily trace in them the personal 
irritation of a man who had for many years occupied a position of influence 
among the literary men of Germany, and who now felt that this position was 
threatened. We must note further the presence of direct, unmasked and 
vulgar attacks upon persons of far greater eminence than Nicolai himself ; 
such as Fichte, Schelling, Schiller, Erhard; — and again upon others who, 
if not actually important in themselves, yet did not stand so very, very far 
behind Nicolai in rank ; such as Graffe, Polilz, Goess, Niethammer, 
Heydenreich and Roth. In particular, the arguments which Nicolai urges 
against Schiller's philosophical essays in the Horen bear witness not against 
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Schiller, but against Nicolai himself : they show his incapacity to under- 
stand and appreciate Schiller. That these attacks were so completely out 
of place ; that Nicolai took any peg that he could find to hang them on — 
they were sandwiched into a description of Tubingen, because it was in that 
place that Cotta published the Horen! — was a fact which did not raise 

them in the eyes of his contemporaries, nor increase their influence 

In no. 1693 Nicolai asserts [p. 80] that the abuses proclaimed by him 
in no. 1686 have already diminished, owing to his calling attention to 
them : that the learned journals have somewhat modified their laudatory 
tone : and that men of intelligence have expressed themselves freely con- 
cerning the deficiencies of the critical philosophy, put in countenance [so 
to speak] by himself. This was all a most hopeless self-delusion. Nicolai 
altogether overestimated the extent of his own influence. — Against 
no. 1686, and [in its appendix] also against the reproach of complete sub- 
jectivity made to the critical philosophy by Schwab, was directed the 
following pseudonymous work, for the cleverness of which not much can be 
said :)

In a novel they 
are, perhaps, just allowable : though even there every man of taste would, 
of course, prefer a good telling joke to such child's-play. But they become 
absolutely unbearable in serious scientific works.)

Under some mysterious 
stroke of blindness — doubly mysterious in the editor of the A. D. B. and 
the N. A. D. B. / — he seems to desire to secure to himself, in no. 1693, 
pp. 51, 52, the right of priority with regard to this collection of contradictory 
passages ; at least in what concerns their clear and unequivocal presentation. 
He has no idea that it is very easy to find contradictions in a philosopher ; 
but that the real difficulty consists in resolving these contradictions, if only 
apparent, and, if after long and careful testing they prove real, in furnishing 
a psychological explanation of them. The contradictions discovered by 
Nicolai exist, to a large extent, solely in his imagination. Often he shows 
himself to be a mere trifler ; often again he is guilty of serious misunder- 
standings [cf., for instance, no. 1690, p. 51]. But not seldom, on the other 
hand, he does put his finger upon real defects of the Kantian system ; 
although they are only such as lie pretty obviously upon the surface of 
things, and had been frequently pointed out by his predecessors on the path 
of criticism. He has absolutely no mental endowment for really deep phi- 
losophical speculation. " Sein Geist war ein diirrer Chronikengeist " says 
Fichte of him, and quite rightly [no. 1698, p. 31].)

If mankind is driven by this 
impulse to endeavor after the highest good, it must also believe in the 
realizability of this, and in the conditions of such realizability. — We cannot 
say that the Kantian moral-theology has obtained a more secure foundation 
or has gained greater clearness of exposition by this deduction. But one 
thing does become clearer in consequence of it ; and that is, that in the 
moral-theology we have left the territory of knowledge behind us, and have 
arrived at the sphere of subjective belief, where the reflections of the under- 
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standing cease to move us, and wishes, impulses and expressions of will 
take their place as imperious and absolute masters. Schmid, of course, 
would dissent most emphatically from any such proposition : he thinks that 
he is still travelling, if not within the territory of knowledge, — since 
knowledge can only rest upon theoretical arguments, — yet well within that 
of an objective belief, a belief which follows of necessity from the nature of 
man. But against his will, his terminology gives evidence as to the true 
character of this belief. The place of Kant's postulates of the practical 
reason is taken by impulses, which while purporting to be objective are in 
reality altogether subjective.)

It is a matter 
of course that Schwab, taking up the position which he had repre- 
sented in the Ph. Mg. and the Ph. A., should deny that Metaphysics 
has to thank Kant for any considerable progress, and should hold that Kant 
has not attained to a stable definition of the limitations of human knowledge. 
He makes his principal gravamen this : that in his positive assertions Kant 
proceeds every bit as dogmatically as the Metaphysics which he combats ; 
that he is led to a complete subjectivism and skepticism, while he gives up 
the universal validity and necessity of human knowledge ( ! ) ; and that in 
assuming necessary self-delusions of the pure reason he admits that he 
himself cannot be sure of not falling into error. He further reproaches 
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Kant with the untenable position assumed by things-in-themselves in his 
system ; with the impossibility of explaining from his standpoint the multeity 
and variety to be found in nature ; with the absence of connecting links 
between his theoretical and practical philosophies ; and with his lack of 
clearness and the difficulties of his style, — all in a quiet, modest manner. 
But if Schwab urges many valid arguments against Kant, he is nevertheless 
guilty of a serious misunderstanding just in regard to the epistemological 
corner-stone of the critical system. He regards its final issue as a complete 
skepticism ; and thereby Shows that he — and in this we may see in him the 
typical representative of the Leibnizians — has understood neither the 
weight of Hume's objections nor the phrasing and solution of the problem 
adopted by Kant in face of them. The conclusion of the work, from pp. 
157-170, is taken up with an essay on the analytic and synthetic judgments, 
in which Schwab attempts to derive the axioms, postulates and propositions 
of arithmetic and geometry from mere concepts, in accordance with the 
laws of identity and contradiction, just as he had previously done in the 
Ph. Mg. and the Ph. A. [cf. nos. 551, 552, 554, 557, 564-566].)

closer relation in their practical than in their theoretical philosophy ; as is 
shown by the following nos.

Theological ethics, that is to say, combines, in 
Vogel's view, philosophical principles with biblical ethics. Vogel recognizes 
the formulae given by Kant for the supreme moral law, though it is only to 
a limited extent. They are for him not Gesetzgcbrtngsprincipien ; that is, 
they do not explain why reason [or God] has laid down just these laws and 
no others. Such principles of legislation can be furnished neither by the 
pure rational ethics nor by a theological ethics. But two of the Kantian 
formulae are Erkcnnungsprincipicn y that is, they are criteria for the dis- 
crimination of the commands of the universal, infallible reason from the 
precepts of the individual and fallible. Kant's formulae require that the 
maxims of our actions conform to universal laws or laws of nature. Now 
it is true that bad maxims can be universalized into laws of nature, without 
there being any contradiction involved in the process. The Kantian 
formulae of themselves, therefore, still furnish no sufficient criterion : this is 
to be found rather in the last resort in the feeling of necessitation which 
accompanies all the original utterances of the human understanding, and 
which constrains us to regard a particular maxim as one that falls under the 
Kantian formulae. To bring the highest systematic unity into ethics, and to 
convince himself of the completeness of his tale of moral injunctions, Vogel 
assumes a highest moral principle, from which he derives all the others. It 
runs as follows : " Achte die Vernunft," and is declared to be identical with 
Kant's third formula, which enjoins the consideration of every rational 
being as an end and not as a means. — We are bound to be obedient to the 
commands of reason, in Vogel's opinion, simply because they are the com- 
mands of reason. But at the same time, one cannot require of man, as a 
rational-sensuous being, that his will shall be determined by the principle of 
duty [boundenness] without any cooperation on the part of a feeling [more 
exactly, of the rational, and, in the second place, of the rational-sensuous 
feelings ; to the exclusion of the merely sensuous]. — Kant's " transcenden- 
taler Indeterminismus " is opposed by Vogel with an empirical indeter- 
minism, based upon experience and the original utterances of the human 
understanding. Man in his freedom has the faculty of forming his volitional 
resolutions at his own will and pleasure, in accordance either with the 
requirements of sensibility or the commands of reason ; and the power of 
self-determination by -arguments known for what they are, the weaker or the 
stronger. This indeterminism, in Vogel's view, limits the universality of 
the law of causation, which is guaranteed by an original-utterance of the 
human understanding. But by means of the feeling of necessity which 
accompanies it [the Freiheitsgcfiihl~\ we recognize the limitation so imposed, 
he urges, as equally original, with the limited original-utterance [universality 
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of the law of causation] itself ! Nowhere do we see more plainly than in 
these statements the insufficiency, dilettantism and inconsequence of Vogel's 
philosophy of the " Urausspriiche." They can demonstrate the truth of 
the most absurd and random thesis imaginable. The 'necessity' is very 
frequently purely individual ; the consequent determinist knows nothing of 
a feeling of necessity which guarantees and demands the limitation of the 
law of causation. — In his doctrine of the sttmmum bonum and of the 
postulates of the practical reason Vogel diverges from Kant more in the 
letter than in the spirit of his teaching. Only, of course, he sets up along- 
side of the practical proof of the existence of God his own supplementary 
theoretical demonstration. In agreement with this, the practical proof is 
regarded as merely guaranteeing the continuance of our personality, not its 
immortality . The latter can only be demonstrated theoretically, by way 
of the existence of God. — Kant's doctrine of radical evil is accepted by 
Vogel. But Vogel does not, like his master, regard the reason of the pro- 
pensity to evil as undiscoverable : he discovers it in the early development 
of the desires of sense. At the same time, although the propensity in 
question is to a certain extent insuperable, man is wholly and fully respon- 
sible for the evil that is in him. — The following no. 1 786 is a summary of 
no. 1785, with some additions, revisions and more exact definitions.)
